The Lawn|

Mowing, Rolllng and Sprinkling,

' Washingten, June 9.—There I8 1o
hard and fast rule to be followed In
connection with mowing the law:,
but elipping twice a weck is not apr
to Injure it, and will induce the for-
mation of & pood turf, according to the
lawn speclalists of the United States
department of agriculture, The fre-
quent elipping, however, Is a draln
‘on the vitality o fthe grass, and
frequently results in permanent in-
Jury. I

There is some difference of apinion
as to whether clippings should be pe-
moved after mowing, but in general
thelr removal is advised, especially
durlng wet weather, since if left to lie
on the surface they are rconducive
to the growth of molds, which in turn
‘produce injury to the turf, On new
-seedings, however, or where the grass
- ig thin, clippings cun frequently be
allowed to remain with benefit,

NEw seedings should not be elipped
closely, and during the hiot weather of
midsummer and early fall the mower
should be set high for old and new

- «grasg allke. The roller should be

used discreetly. Now grasa Is fre-
quently benefited by a light rolling
after the first cutilng. Old sod
eghould be rolled in the spring to
firm the surface that has been-Joos-
ened by freezing nud thawing, but
during midseason it i very doubtful
if the lawn should be rolled even
lightly, especially where the soll Is

ui hug nature.

There are probably more mistalkes
made in connection with the watering
of the luwn tian la any other phase
of its management, The practice or
sprinkling as it is almost universally
followed is fundamentally wrong, not
thut the sprinkler does not furnish
enough witer to the grass during the
foason, but that it does not furnish
it in properly distributed quantities.
Sprinkling for a short perlod may ap-
pear to wet the sod thoroughly, but
in reality the water docs not pene
trate much below the surface, Thia
encourages the formalion of surface
roots and makes the grass less resls-
tant to the severe conditiops or
weather and usage.

Exeept in rare cases, the lawn
should not be watered oftened than
two or three times n week, provided
watering Is done properly. A thor-
ough soaking is necessary and should
be given in the late afternoon or
early morning. ‘The ordinary type of
revolving spray Is quite satisfactory,
but the amount of water applied by
ti is usually much legs than appeara.
The polnt to e borne In mind is that
the ground shonld be thoroughly sat-
urated at each application to at least
three Inches in depth.

Repnrdless of the duration of the
war the resldent farmer will make no
mistake when he gradually substi-
tutey livestock for cotton. He will in
thut way get out of competition with
ignorant pauper negro labor which
Eoes to the supnort of abseniee land-
lorda and time merchants, And as
we grow Into the ligestock industry
we will ralse crops that ean be sown
and gathered wlth horse power anu
farm machinery, while our hogs and
cows and colts will still further solve
the hired labor problem by gathering
their own crops in pactures nine
months out of the year. In order to
“grow Into the livestock Industry,”
we must cooperate in the purchase of
pure-bred sires and In the purchase of
seeds.  In this line of cooperative
actlvity every local union in the cot-
ton and tobacco secticns shiould get
busy. Two or more members in each
local union should purchase at least
one pure-bred aire this spring. In-
vestments of this kind will ultimately
pay the biggest dividends that It s
possible to obtain by any Investment
that can be made by a gréup of or-
ganized farmers in the cotton sec-
tion.—J. Z. Green, in The Progres-
dlve Farmer.
